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Amphibious exercises involving Soviet motorised and tank units and 
Vo'lkspolisei were observed near Neumukran (Prorer Wiek, Ruegen 
Island) between 1300 and 1600 hours on IS June. Ten T 34/65 -tanks, 
several armored cars and medium AT guns were landed on the beach. 

The landing fleet consisted of about 20 landing cfraft approximately 
70 to B0 meters long, 11 escort ve ssels 17 to 18 meters long, and a 
larger number of fishing luggers. 
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Jet fighters were observed on Peenemuende airfield for the first time on 
27 and 28 June.^
